Scott and H-D part 


MILWAUKEE, WISC., DEC 12 
Gary Scott, following a meeting 
Friday with Harley-Davidson 
racing team manager Dick 
O’Brien, has decided not to renew 
his contract with the factory that 
carried him to the AMA Grand 
National Championship in 1975. 
The move leaves Scott without 
bikes or sponsorship for 1976. 
Scott, contacted at home in 
Springfield, Ohio, saw the decision as 
one of priorities. He cited that, in his 
estimation, the Harley-Davidson racing 


department did not have enough 
manpower to be competitive 
throughout the whole season. The 


remark was in reference to the six short 
tracks and four road races that comprise 
a full one third of the season. “I’ve got a 
job to do (retaining the Grand National 
Championship) and I’m going to give it 
hell, but with Harley’s racing program 
the way it presently is I felt there was 
no way for me to do the job I get paid 
for.” 

Dick O'Brien, reached at home, said 
that the decision was reached mutually 
and that it was primarily because of a 
lot of little things with money among 
them although not the main point. 
"Scott had a lot of things on his mind. 
He's been under a lot of pressure in his 
effort to bécome Champion and we're 
proud that he did it on a 
Harley-Davidson. I’m very sorry to lose 
him as a member of our racing team 
because Garys a very tough 
competitor." 

According to Scott his present plans 
include a trip to California to test ride 
brother Hank's Shell Racing Specialties 
Yamahas for tentative use at the 
January 23-24 Houston Astrodome 
events, the opening rounds of the 1976 
AM A Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series. 

O'Brien stated that H-D will 
campaign the '76 season with a four 
man Grand National team. Rex 
Beauchamp, Corky Keener, Greg 
Sassaman and Jay Springsteen will ride 
machinery tuned by the likes of Bill 
Werner, Babe DeMay and Carroll 
Resweber. 

1976 will mark H-D's entrance into 
the National Championship MX wars 
and they will be represented by a two 
man team, Rex Staten and Eric 
Skrundland, headed by recently-hired 
John Ingham. Ingham, who left Red 
Wing to return to H-D, will report 
directly to O'Brien.

Hatlaw blackmail outlawed 


WASHINGTON, D.C., DEC. 12 

The House of Representatives had 
already voted their objection to 
Bureau of Highway Safety black- 
mail. Today the Senate agreed, 57 
to 32, and thus a vital American 
freedom was restored to the 
people. It took ten years of politi- 
cal activity, a fortune in postage 


and an act of Congress, to "let those 
who ride decide" when to wear crash 
helmets or not, but soon this freedom 
will be the law of the land. 

(The addition of an amendment onto 
the omnibus Federal Aid Highway Act 





carrying the wording of HR 3869 and 
other  anti-blackmail bills virtually 

tees that it will be on the 
President’s desk by Christmas recess, 
now that both houses of Congress have 
acted on it.) 

Then the 47 states and U.S. 
territories which enacted helmet laws 
under the threat of bureaucratic 
blackmail will be free to keep their 
hatlaws on the books, or modify them 
as the citizens see fit, or repeal the law 
if that is their pleasure. Recent studies 
have shown that, on the whole, states 
with compulsory helmet laws have more 
motorcycle traffic accidents and 
.fatalities than states where helmet 
wearing remains voluntary. 

The senate vote came about after 
what one commentator called “a strange 
combination” of liberal and 
conservative Senators objected to the 
Department ` of Transportation's 
ultimatum that states which don't 
enforce m/c helmet requirements won't 
get federal highway funds. California 
Senator Alan Cranston, a Democrat, was 
joined by  ultra-conservatives James 
Buckley of New York and Jesse Helms 
of North Carolina, "plus ultra-liberal 
James Abourezk of South Dakota in 
sponsoring the bill. 

President's council raps EPA 
on M/C restrictions 

Two days before the Senate outlawed 
bureaucratic blackmail in'the helmet 
matter, the President's Executive 
Council on Wage and Price Stability 
sharply criticized another bureaucracy, 
the Environmental Protection Agency, 
for putting unrealistic emissions 
controls on motorcycles. The Council 
noted that emissions for small 
four-stroke motorcycles could 
(according to EPA estimates) cost 
consumers between $304 million and 
$665 million during the 5-year period 
from 1978 to 1982. The Council said 
that EPA's own estimates of increased 
cost per motorcycle resulting from the 
standard were  ''disturbingly large,” 
ranging from a low of $50 up to $130, 
or between 4.9 percent and 15.2 
percent, depending on the size of 
motorcycle. 

Council Director Michael H. Moskow 
demanded that EPA. not push the 
proposed standards, since even EPA's 
inflated estimates show motorcycle 
emissions contributing less than 0.1 
percent to air pollution.

Ellis were injured. Brad Lackey and 
Marty Tripes could not come to terms 
with the promoter and Jimmy Weinert 
had contractual and health problems.

play riding. Walt rigged up a sling and 
decided to give it a try. Fourth was 
young Rick Munyon on his Honda 
MR-175. Way back in eighth place was 
Reggie Krong on his four stoke Honda 
X1-305 (that's a 250 bored out). Reggie 
was just hoping for a good finish to 
insure him another top ten placing. 

Saturday dawned cold with the wind 
blowing like hell. Gusts of over 70 mph 
were recorded on some of the ridges. 
More than one rider was blown clean off 
the trail. Luckily the speeds and terrain 
were moderate on the first two loops 
which were designed for the “C” riders, 
tough enough so they had to work their 
tails off yet still be reasonable. The “A” 
and “B” riders enjoyed the loops but 
were looking forward to the third loop 
figuring it had to be much tougher. 
Many riders were still on zero. 

The third loop started right up a very 
long steep uphill which gave the riders 
fits as the wind kept trying to blow 
them back down the hill. Sometimes the 
wind succeeded. As it turned out, most 
of the loop was moderate with one or 
two good hills. The enduro had turned 
out to be exactly as advertised: a 
timekeepers run. Checks were 
technically accurate but placed so they 
were relatively easy to zero. By the end 
of the first day there were an estimated 
25 riders still on zero. Ridiculous. 

Yet a number of riders were no 
longer in contention for the number one 
plate. Dave Ekins had problems and 
dropped some points. Walt Taber 
crashed hard while trying to pass a 
slower rider and lunched his good 
shoulder. Walt finished Saturday but 
hung it up. Down 10 points or so, he 
knew he was out of it and it was useless 
to continue. Rick Munyon dropped one 
point and all he could do was hope 
Sunday would be harder so he could 
have a chance to nullify his bad luck by 
riding hard. Team Montesa was down a 
total of one point as Fred Hayes 
managed to insert his bike in the path of 
a rampaging Husky and get knocked 
down just before the last check. Dave 
Evans and Roy Sheridan were still clean. 

After a restless night's sleep, Sunday 
dawned bright, clear and bitterly cold. 
But the wind had died down 
considerably. Thank God for little 
favors. CEA ran the course backwards 
from Saturday and smart riders had the 
trouble spots all mapped in their living 
computer (brain). Again the averages 
were Moaerate and the checks were still 
spot on. Disaster struck numerous riders 
including the Enduro Squid as burning 
checks (arriving at said checkpoint 
before proper time) became popular. 
Riders were on edge as the tie breaker 
check had to be encountered and the 
way things were going, seconds would 
determine the winner. How right they 
were. As the riders finished the 212 mile 
enduro, scores were compared and the 
Greenhorn winner Tom Getzfried 
became an early favorite when he 
disclosed he lost only one second at the 
tie breaker. District 37 referee Stan 
Baldwin was out riding with Tom; on 
his first enduro since he got hurt earlier 
in the year. He told me Tom was nailing 
each check right on the 30 second mark 
just like clockwork. Stan dropped one 
point when the rear tire went flat on his 
"TT500 Yamaha. Tom was also mounted 
on Yamaha's newest thumper. Since 
Tom was riding on number four he had 
a long wait as the riders came in to 
compare scores. Spurlock came in. He 
was down two points. Burnt a check 
too. He was wondering how the top 
contenders were doing. None except 
Reggie Krong had placed high. When the 
riders were in, the unofficial results 
looked like this: 1. Tom Getzfried, 500 
Yam (four stroke) 1 second; 2. Harry 
Keast, 250 Pen (ring ding) 2 seconds; 3. 
Terry Swets, 360 Bul (another ring 
ding) 3 seconds; 4. Reggie Krong, 305 
Hon (four stroke) 4 seconds. 

Reggie's fourth - overall (again 
unofficial) will bring him 300 important 
points. Tom Spurlock will have to finish 
ninth or better to beat Reggie for the 
number one plate. With a loss of two 
points, it doesn’t seem possible. Reggie 
apparently has swept from eighth place 
all the way to the number one spot. The 
Last Chance has again lived up to its 
name. e.

Balentine times two

CAL. CITY, CAL., DEC. 13-14 

Bob Balentine became the eighth 
rider to win the DRA Silver Cup 
and he followed it up a day later 
with another overall win in the 
Amateur/Expert class of the Rare 
Desert Scrambles. 

Fifty riders competed for the 
gigantic Siiver Cup, a trophy 
valued at $500. The previous winner, 
Jamie Avels, riding a borrowed 400 
Mono, led the race for most of the first 
loop. Then Morgan Malocco (400 Yam) 
charged up alongside and pulled a slight 
advantage. Balentine (400 KTM) was 
right behind them both and surged into 
the lead in a section of rollers near the 
end of the first 12-mile loop. 

From there the course went four 
times around a second eight-mile loop. 
It was windy on Saturday, with 60 mph 
gusts hitting some of the hills. On one 
hill it was really bad.. The leaders made 
it through OK, although they were 
moved from one side of the trail to the 
other. But some other riders weren't so 
lucky. They were either forced off into 
the rocks or just completely knocked 
over. Some gave up at that point. 

Balentine never really had a serious 
challenge from that point on. Malocco 
held second for most of the race, only 
to drop his chain about halfway through 
the last loop. Avels took second at the 
finish, despite an inoperative clutch and 
broken motor mount bolts. 

Tom Kelly took three kicks to get 
started, then moved his little 125 
Yamaha through the pack. Up to fourth 
by the end of the first loop, he finished 
third overall. Another small-bike rider 
had a brilliant performance. Allen Meek 
(175 KTM) was fast all the way through 
for fourth overall. 

The winds settled down on Saturday 
afternoon. As predicted, Winona 
Richardson went through with her belly 
dance, despite the freezing 


temperatures. Sunday morning dawned 
and the 0-200 Beginners started the day. 
Blaine Midkiff (125 Suz) took that one, 
followed by Kirk Margheim (125 Yam). 
As a note of interest, 11-year-old Kelly 
Kline wasn't entered in the Powder Puff 
class, but rather in the Mini's. She won 
the Mini class all right, but she also beat 
all the Beginner Powder Puffe, 
Payne (Yam) was the 
winner. 

Mark Hagan (400 Yam) led the 
250/Open Beginners to the bomb. But 
the big lead he’d had there was soon 
eaten up by Tom Maddocks who went 
on to win easily. Devin Cobbs (Hus) was 
second and first 250 after an exciting 
ride through the pack. Hagan finished 
third.

The DRA 
checked his entry and the name given 
was for a guy who had never done well 
before, so they disqualified him for not 
coming through the chute. Ron Burpo 
said he knew that the rider was not the 
one entered but rather had a friend sign 
up for him. Shawn Underwood (400 
Yam) thus got the Overall win, with 
Dale Anders (360 Bul) second. 

Balentine didn’t waste any time 
about taking the lead in the 



























Amateur/Expert race. He led from the 
bomb and worked his way up to a 
two-minute lead by the end of the race. 
Tim Bowman (400 CZ) ran second on 
the first loop, only to come up with a 
pair of flats. Cordis Brooks (250 Bul), 
just back from the D-37 race, moved 
from fifth at the start to take second.

It's out there somewhere. A rough 
beast slouching toward — where? 
— to be born. Where indeed? In 
Providence, Rhode Island near the 
birthplace of American industry? 
In York, Pennsylvania where 
Harley-Davidson already lays 
claim to being the one and only 
Great American Motorcycle? In 
Spencer, West Virginia, among the dark 
hills and communities ravaged and left 
empty by a previous industrial wave? 
Will it rise from the flat corn fields 
around Rantoul, Illinois, where Craig 
Vetter’s complex of low, pre-fab 
buildings broods ` pregnant ` with 
promise? Or will it turn up in Detroit, 
the  step-child of some as-yet 
uncommitted car builder? Or have we 
missed it completely? 

The idea of a new American 
motorcycle, thought to be a blue-sky 
impossibility only a few years ago, has 
been ticking along at a low idle ever 
since CN broached it publicly in 1973. 
When Nixon first devalued the dollar, it 
seemed only a matter of time until a 
domestic machine could become 
price-competitive with imports, and as 
the prices of Japanese and European 
bikes skyrocketed, the time seemed 
even more ripe. 

But the country was locked in 
materials shortages as all this was going 
on. You couldn't get aluminum castings 
poured at any price, and the order 
backlog on machine tooling stretched 
for two years or more. So we waited. 
Then came the oil embargo; the auto 
industry started to shrivel up, and the 
materials situation started to loosen. 
Finally, with little fanfare, things began 
to happen. 

Today, on the eve of the 
Bicentennial, it's safe to say that the 
Great American Motorcycle dream is 
alive and well in several minds and in 
several places. Cycle News went on a 
factfinding tour of a few of the places 
to meet a few of the people who are 
keeping the spark alive, breathing it 
carefully into.a full flame. 





Day One Providence, R.I. — 
Powerdyne Vehicles 

On a bright and sparkling morning in 
the fifth Indian summer of a late and 
lingering New England fall season, the 
Providence area has a lot going for it. In 
this spot the very first factory in 
Colonial America spawned a whole 
industrial revolution. The textile 
industry bloomed here, flourished a 
hundred years, then died or moved 
south, leaving the area a contrast 
between the opulent wealth of 
Newport resort homes, each on its 
resplendent manicured acreage, and the 
grinding unemployment among the 
manufacturing trades. The only 
booming industry is the creation of 
exclusive custom jewelry for the great 
mercantile houses of New York. 

Powerdyne’s single 55,000 square 
foot steel-sided building is a part of a 
small industrial park nestled in the 
woods on the edge of town. In it two 
brothers, Dave and Irv Berger (President 
and General Manager, respectively), 
along with plant engineer Ray Cabral, 
struggle to manage their company into 
profitability. It has been a losing battle. 

Walking through the darkened plant 
(shut down for inventory this day), Irv 
Berger points to an elephants' boneyard 
of frames and engine parts. “You're 
looking at four-and-a-half years of 
mistakes," he says, with a sweeping 
gesture. The company's history has been 
one of solving production problems 
with diligence and imagination, only to 
wind up producing the wrong product 
for the times. It has left the Bergers 
somewhat disilusioned with the dirt 
bike market, even though they have 
finally come up with a competitive 
short track racer ("When we won the 
Daytona short track. much of the press 
said it was a Yamaha," Berger sighs 
ruefully). 

Is thè PDV “Gringo” a copycat 





Yamaha? It is this confusing crisis of 
identity that has hurt the sales and 
distribution of the model more than 
anything else, this image of “copier” 
that has caused Powerdyne to be actually 
detested by many elements of 
motorcycling's old guard. – 

The engine is, for all practical 
purposes, Yamaha from the cylinder 
base gasket down. Lower cases and 
gearbox internals are purchased, not 
necessarily from Yamaha, but from 
"Japan, Inc." much as the American 
auto giants purchase gearcases and 
transmissions from  Borg-Warner or 
Eaton, Yale & Towne. The crank halves, 
pin and rod are manufactured by 
American vendors from tooling 
developed in Japan. The piston is from 
an American source, while the cylinder 
barrel, porting and head design are the 
result of years of cut-and-try by Ray 
Cabral. 

The barrel and head are 
permanent-mold cast by a vendor. 
Powerdyne then machines the rough 
barrels in a one-room shop that contains 
a turret lathe and precision hone, plus 
milling and drilling stations. 

The bores are sent out to be chromed 
by the English-patented Leasthall 
Process, which uses a special plating 
mandrel to deposit an even .006 inch 
thickness that requires no finish 
grinding. Most other processes yield an 
uneven thickness of plate, especially 
around port edges, which means up to 
one-sixteenth inch must be deposited 
and then finish-ground, with the risk 
that if the finish grind is not perfectly 
true to the cylinder axis, there will be 
thin spots at either end of the cylinder. 

The engines are bench-assembled by 
one man in a mezzanine-level room 
about the size of an average motorcycle 
shop’s workspace. Cranks are pressed up 
and trued on the bench, and the pins 
tack-welded to prevent slippage (which 





tends to indicate that their dimensional 
control of the jobbed-out cranks and 
pins is less than perfect, but because it is 
done, makes their cranks practically 
bullet-proof). From there on, it's 
straight workbench hand assembly, with 
parts individually fitted, and extra care 
taken on weighing reciprocating parts 
and checking combustion chamber 
volume. “We may be doing more 
inspection than is necessary," Irv 
admits, “but we don't have enough 
volume statistical data to know what 
inspections we can omit and get away 
with it. Plus, at this point, we can't 
afford any mistakes." 

Downstairs in the main high bay area, 
the frames are fabricated from stock 
4130 tubing. Bending is done on a 
preset hydraulic bender; edge trim is 
done in dies with very 
carefully-controlled gaps, resulting in a 
“beveled and skived” edge that 
perfectly matches the mating part. 


Frame parts are hand-loaded into 
welding jigs and joined in one of five 
welding bays along one wall. MIG 
(Metal Inert Gas) welding is used to 
form the heavier joints where filler 
metal is needed; TIG (Tungsten Inert 
Gas) process is used for thin sections 
with no gap, or where high heat flux is 
needed for proper penetration to join a 
thin section to a thicker part (example: 
where gussetting meets the steering 
head). 

Frames are etched, primed, painted, 
then raised to 650 degrees in the same 
oven that bakes the paint, and 
normalized (air cooled) to stress-relieve 
the welded joints. Etching, priming, 
painting and baking/normalizing are one 
Integrated process run on an overhead 
convey or loop. 

Of the other components of the dirt 
bike, the seat/tail section is a steel 
stamping done by a jobber on 
Powerdyne-developed tooling; the forks 





are*Betor; the-fuel tanks are bought out 
from various suppliers; while the air 
box, footpegs, exhaust system, 
handlebars, brake pedal and 
splashguards are all fabricated from 
stock in the plant. Things like cables, 
rear shocks, wiring and controls are all 
off-shelf items, mostly from Japan, Inc. 
Wheels are hand-laced from bought-out 
parts. 

It all comes together on 50 feet of 
non-powered roller conveyor where the 
frame is set on a flat-bottomed 
centerstand and rolled past a single parts 
rack from which pre-kitted parts are 
picked and bolted up to the motorcycle. 
Again, it’s not that far removed from 
what occurs in a large motorcycle shop 
or in any racer’s garage. It’s just done in 
a systematic, repetitive manner. 

At present the dirt singles are rolling 
out at a rate of 20 to 30 per day (about 
5000/yr.) though the plant’s capacity is 
up to 200 per day. “They were making 
that many  minicycles before they 
decided to go into full-scale motorcycle 
production. At this rate, the plant's 
headcount is never more than 30 
people, and only a third of the available 
floorspace is being used. It all looks and 
sounds both crude and inefficient. Yet 
the Bergers maintain that if the current 
production level can be maintained, the 
company will turn the profit corner 
sometime in 1976. 

Though much of the past six months 
has been spent developing the new 125, 
PDV is pinning its hopes for future 
growth on the 500cc four stroke street 
bike, first of a projected family of 
DOHC twins using common lower cases 
and ranging in displacement from 250 
to 750cc. Following the precedent set 
with the singles, tooling is developed in 
Japan, then will be released to 
Powerdyne who will turn it over to the 
vendors selected to produce the 
components. The engine is bzsically a 
Honda 450 with detail changes, for 
which the top end components will be 
scaled up or down for various 
displacements. The crankwheels can also 
be bored at different strokes. 

This logic has its advantages and 
disadvantages, as the Bergers admit. It 
allows the company to develop a fully 
marketable street bike line within the 
coming year using as much common 
tooling as possible, and will keep the 
overall costs competitive. The 
disadvantage is that between the 250 
and 750, there will not be that much 
cost or weight difference in the power 
unit itself. The differences will have to 
be made up in the motorcycle chassis, 
which may or may not work out. 

The prototype looks like a Honda 
because it was hastily assembled from 
off-shelf parts. American sources will be 
contracted for the tank (which will be 
styled British), the pipes (which will be 
upswept and styled after 
Norton/Dunstall units) and seat (which 
will be considerably lower). They're still 
playing with the frame design. 

Irv Berger justifies this process of 
copy, refine and detail change this way: 
“What most people don't realize is that 


when it comes to" motorcycles, thé 
United States is an underdeveloped 
nation and the Japanese are the experts. 
Building bikes here is like trying to 
industrialize a banana republic — first 
you import the tooling and the 
technology, then step by step, you 
increase the percentage of 
domestic-originated pieces until you're 
doing as much of it as possible in your 
own country. Right now, we're doing 
more fabrication than we'd like in our 
own plant simply because we can't get 
the price breaks or volume discounts on 
as low a level of production as we're 
doing." 

While the demand for PDV dirt bikes 
is saturated at 5000 units/year, Berger 
feels that the potential market for street

machinery is on the order of 50,000 per 
year. Asked if meeting that figure would 
mean moving into a new facility, he 
answered, “That would be my greatest 
pleasure.” 


Riding the PDVs 

The 500 twin is a rather cobby, 
kick-start one-off (electric starter will be 
an option), but a surprisingly satisfying 
motorcycle to ride. It definitely does 
not ride like a Honda. The Powerdyne 
frame has a 29-degree steering head 
(compared to 27.5 degrees as standard 
Honda practice) and Berger is toying 
with cranking in an additional degree. 
The Red Wing suspension is quite firm, 
the objective being to impart British-like 
handling. It is at least a qualified 
success, as the bike tracked nicely 
around the winding New England 
tarmac; and the faster you went, the 
better it felt. If anything, the PDV has a 
bit too much stability, but lowering the 
seat (and therefore the rider's weight) 
should help speed up its responses. 

At 430 pounds wet, the prototype 
weighs about the same as an equivalent 
Honda, but the overall riding feel was 
that of a tauter, snappier motorcycle, 
even though the carburetion was not 
spot on. (The prototype uses two 32mm

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The things that begin with a phone call...

January 6, 1976 CYCLE 
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It began with a phone call. (Don’t 
all bizarre happenings?) Call it a 


called bluff, 
months 


thumping on the idea that the 
typical banzai motocross bike 
could be made into a better cafe 
racer than the typical banzai cafe 


racer, the guy on the other end said, 
“OK wise guy, let’s see you do it” — 
and gave me a motorcycle so I couldn’t 
back out. 

The motorcycle is a Suzuki TM 400, 
1975 vintage, a machine we all know is 
in -er- embarassing oversupply at the 
moment. As received, it makes pretty 
adequate horsepower, has a head angle 
of 29 degrees or thereabouts, and 
weighs just under 240 pounds wet. If 
you just fitted street tires to it, you 
would have an extremely quick, 
responsive bike that unfortunately is 
overly tall, has excessive suspension 
travel, doesn’t stop too well, and makes 
grossly illegal noises. Not to mention no 
lights. 

Rationale: What this thing needs is a 
quiet pipe, street legal electrics, an 
overall lowering job and a decent front 
brake. After that, we'll see if it has any 
other curable vices. Oh yeah — forgot 
to mention the other constraint on the 
project. The necessary mods have to be 
made with off-shelf, readily available 
parts, or they have to be of a simple, 


grass-roots machine shop nature, 
something nearly anybody could 
duplicate. 


Resources: The project has been 
carried out, with a bit of help from

Engineering Technical Society 
(M.E.T.S.), a/k/a Phantasy Phactory, in 
the back of McCall Grinding, a shop 
owned by one of the members. Fred's 
bench lathe, mill, drill press and 
grinding facilities gave us the capability 
to make most anything we. couldn't 
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scrounge. The club, founded specifically 
to do off-the-wall bike projects, has so 
far demonstrated a real talent for 
creative scrounging. 

F'rinstance, the front suspension, 
complete with disc brake, is from a 
Suzuki GT 380 triple, which now sits on 
mo'cross legs and knobbies so we can 
roll it around the shop when it gets in 
the way. The rear legs are from Red 
Wing, the electrics (most of 'em) were 
lifted off a TS400 loaned by U.S. 
Suzuki, who also fronted us the GT 380 
and the TM 400. The pipe was designed 
by Mike Murphy around a Murphy 
Muffler (natch) and was fabricated for 
us by Precision Cycle. 

To begin to bring this hodge-podge

together, the first step was to peel the 
TM 400 down to its essentials and swap 


suspensions. The GT 380 forks 
transplant straight across, as the 
spindle /steering head design are 


common to both models. This lovvers 
the front end about three inches. 
Slipping 11.9 inch shocks in place of the 
stock 14.5 inch units lovvers the rear an 
equivalent amount, since the ”75 model 
carries the shocks moved up tvvo inches. 
So the head angle remains near 29 
degrees and trail decreases slightly. 
Retaining moved-up shock 
configuration is an unabashed 
experiment which may be scratched in 
favor of a different swing arm after we 
get the thing running. As a first

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approximation, we're using 130 pound 
springs and Red Wing’s No. Three 
damping unit (not normally 
recommended except for racing) to 
cope with the extra leverage of the '75 
swing arm. It's worth a try. 

Mechanically, the electrics transfer 
easily also. The TS 400's external rotor 
exciter and black box are a bolt-in swap 
for the TM's internal rotor exciter and 
black box. The rest of the wiring 
harness is laid along the bare frame, 
connected up by color code, and 
Ty-wrapped judiciously. The trick is to 
make wiring that was assembled for a 
different frame hang kink-free on the 
motocrosser. 

The  TS400 battery is located 
transversely in the MX frame, slung 
from fabricated angle supports in the 
narrow space between air box and rear 
tire. To make it fit, the rear cover of the 
airbox had to come off, which means no 
longer can the bike ford three-foot-deep 
watercrossings. Tsk. 

To clear the battery, the stock TM 
400 oil injection tank had to be spaced 
out on three-quarter inch aluminum 
donut spacers, using 6 x 70 mm hex 
bolts in place of the stock ones. The 
lower battery box bracket is bent up to 
contact the lower wall of the airbox, so 
once again the battery has three point 
suspension, all rubber-isolated. The 
ignition switch will go on the fork 
crown behind the instrument(s) which 
will need a fabricated bracket. Also to 
be made, a new lower splash guard 
between the battery and rear tire. 

The rearset footpeg mounts were 
made from 7/8 inch mild steel 
handlebar stock and MIG-welded to the 
frame (which is also mild steel) by a 
very good friend who also does neat 
metal sculpture. While we were at it, he 
reinforced the frame near the footrests. 
Footrest stubs, identical for both sides, 
were cut from one-inch bir. Dimensions 
on rearset subframes and stubs appear in 
Figure I. The stubs were designed so 
that control pedals fabricated on 
reamed handlebar stock would tum 
freely on them, retained by a hefty 
circlip. The inner ends were a 


hand-pressure fit into the open ends of 
the subframes, and were welded in 
place. The milled outer ends take the 
stock foldback  footrests. The old 
footrest stubs on the frame were ground 
flush. We're still diddling with the 
controls and linkages. 

The unlovely pipe is a center bleed 
design, tuned for a 500 RPM higher 
peak than stock. It's another deliberate 
experiment, created to test the 
following theories: 


1) That the center-bleed gives 
enhanced wave reflection in the 
mid-range with no loss of top end, plus 
it helps us tuck the pipe in better. 

2) That the Murphy muffler, 
operating at optimum power range, 
actually draws the pressure in the 
chamber down enough to significantly 
lower the speed of sound in the 
chamber. This effect should yield a 
shorter-than-formula pipe that works. 

The engine is otherwise stock and will 
remain so for awhile. 

That's where we stand at this writing. 
The main reason the bike has not run by 
now is the author's stubborn 
determination to create a fibreglass tank 
and seat from scratch. In retrospect, we 
should have scrounged that as well, but 
there's too much time and sweat sunk in 
the mold plugs to quit now. Besides, it's 
an interesting shape, and it sits very 
comfortably in mockup. 

The project is at that stage where the 
temptation to rush and get it rideable 
(at the risk of screwing something up) is 
barely resistable. But we're holding. @

At 
the half-way point it was Hannah being 
pushed pretty hard by Zhart. Wright 
had moved up to third and looked like 
he might be challenging the leaders, but 
then he had trouble lapping a slower 
rider and Mark White got by on the 
next-to-last lap.

Mathews bests 
D-38 250 class

DEHESA, CAL., NOV. 23 

With the TT season wrapped up, 
the Hi-Boots M.C. hosted their last 
race of the ’75 season. This race 
was also the last D-38 points race 
of 1975. 


Since Number One had already been 
decided in both the 125 and Open 
classes, most of the tension evolved 
from the 250 ranks. Mike McGowen 
(National Amateur Champ), Jeff 
Mathews, and Randy Burns had been 
battling all season long. These three 
riders claimed most of the 250 Expert 
wins throughout the season, with 
occasional spoilers from three-time D-38 
Number One Mike Stearns, who has 
since forsaken D-38 in his pursuit of the 
national circuit. Jimmy Martin and 
Dean Stafford also deserve mention; 
both suffered hit-and-miss seasons, with 
flashes of brilliance marred by the 
nickel-and-dime blues. 

The 125 Experts blasted off the line 
with Dennis Curtis (Hon) pulling a 
tremendous holeshot. Curtis stayed on 
the throttle and proceeded to run away 
from the pack. Dennis has been doing 
his Marty Smith routine enough this 
season to claim the Number One plate. 
Meanwhile, Joe Santich (Hon), Curtis’ 
closest competition this season was 
moving up from a slow start. Santich 
caught second-place Bob Murry (Hon) 
and diced briefly before forging on after 
Curtis. Curtis, however, was long gone. 

The tension was mounting as the 
combined 250 Amateur/Expert class 
watched the rubber band for a tell-tale 
flicker. Finally the band went and it was 
a mad dash to the left-hand first turn. 
Gary Cox (Yam) edged into the lead 
pursued by Mathews (C-A), Burns (Bul), 
and McGowen (Suz). McGowen was 
suddenly out of the race when his RM 
seized. 

Jeff Mathews didn’t waste much time 
in his bid for Number One. By the 
second lap he was past Cox and 
proceeding to pull away. Burns lost 
third place and a few more when he 
dropped his Bul on a rough uphill. 

Meanwhile, a battle developed for the 
possession of second place between 
Gary Cox and David Morris (Kaw). 
Morris finally won the argument and the 
second spot. Cox hadn’t seen the last of 
the pressure though. McGowen had 
ridden like a tornado from dead last to 
challenge for third. McGowen passed 
Cox in the closing laps and set his sights 
on second. 

Mike never got that far however. He 
had unknown problems on the last lap. 
Mathews took the win, followed by 
Morris in second. Cox came across the 
line for third, McGowen preserved to 
fourth, Randy Burns rounded out the 
top five. 

Kenny Frost beat the Open Experts 
to the first turn, pursued by Ed 
Andrews (Yam) and Gary Harris (Hus). 
While Kenny was styling out in front, 
his arch rival Chip Howell (Hus) was 
making up ground after a so-so start. By 
the sixth lap Chip had dispatched 
Andrews for second. Kenny kept on the 
gas and took the checkered flag. Howell 
took second, Andrews third. 

Dennis Curtis pulled a holeshot in 
round two even more outrageous then 
his first 125 moto effort. It was a 
carbon copy of the previous moto with 
Dennis playing games out in front and 
Joe Santich making a run from dead last 
to second.

I vvas packing for my Thanksgiving 
trek to Baja when the phone rang. 


Hot damn! 


Finally the MR-250 


test bike was ready! Trucked on 


over to Gardena and there it 
was...sitting there all shiny and 
new, fire engine red. Signed the 
agreement (you will, you won't, 


you shall, etc.) loaded Honda's newest 
enduro bike into the truck, boogied on 
home to finish loading up and finally, 
hit the road. 

After what seemed forever, we 
arrived and I anxiously unloaded the 
MR to take a close look at it. Walked 
around it taking everything in. The huge 
(three point four) gallon tank stood out 
like a sore thumb. Funny looking foot 
pegs. Hmmmmn, nice tucked in high pipe 
connected to a gargantuan looking 
muffler. Let's see, it's a spark arrestor 
too. Knobbies front and rear, mounted 
on DID rims looked impressive. Elsinore 
shocks moved up on the swingarm 
looked business ready. Enough. Time to 
fire it up. Mixed up some Bel Ray 50 to 
1 and filled the tank. Put a leg over the 
MR and was pleasantly surprised to find 
it sat low. With the trend to long travel 
suspension bikes are sitting higher and 
higher. Everything fell into place. 
Handlebars seemed a little low but what 
the hell. It's just what you're used to, 
right? Throttle was the good Elsinore 
quarter turn. Just right. Bounced up and 
down. Everything seemed to dampen 
OK. 

Might as well try and start it. Kick 
starter is tucked in nice. Clears the leg 
with no sweat. Fold it out, depress the 
choke lever on the Keihin carb, turn gas 
on and kick. Found out that nice 
tucked in kick starter lever is an 
absolute bitch as it reaches the end of 
its travel. The multiple folding joints 
allow: the lever to kind of flop so your 
foot slips off and the lever returns with 
a vengeance. Since the owner's manual 
warns that this could cause case 
breakage, it seems a strange bit of 
engineering. 

No throttle (just like a Mikuni) will 
get the MR fired up in short order. Two 
or three kicks cold and one or two hot 
was the usual. The exhaust was super 
quiet. Should be with that huge myffler.

Engine made more noise than the 
exhaust. 

Decided to ride with the gang over to 
a little bar for a beer about five miles 
down the road. Gonna break it in 
gentiy. Even played it cool when 
everyone else raced over. On our return, 
one of the fellows brought my attention 
to the front rim. It was no longer round. 
In fact it had a giant ding in it. I 
couldn't believe it! I hit one lousy rock 
on the way over and it buggered the 
rim. It wasn't one of those spine jarring 
collisions either, I hardly noticed it. I 
took a close look at the rims and sure 
enough. While they were DIDs (long the 
industry standard) they were a new 
design which had less shoulder on each 
side. They differ from the old style 
DIDs by having a shoulder right where 
the tire meets the rim. Honda saved a 
little weight and a little money by going 
to these imitation DIDs but should 
never put them on a motorcycle 
destined for competition. 





The bike seemed like a turkey at first. 
The suspension acted stiff and the 
engine didn”t seem to have much povver. 
Also the vvide ratio transmission felt 
way too wide for the available 
horsepower. Reserve judgement, I told 
myself. These ring dings take a little 
time to break in. Sure enough after 
running a tankful through it, everything 
loosened up and it started to get with 
the program. It turned out to be faster 
than I thought it would be. Not as fast 
as a Husky or Montesa but quite a bit 
faster than the typical Japanese 250 
enduro bike. Power was a little peaky 
and the transmission ratios still seemed 
too wide. The suspension loosened up 
also and seemed adequate if not overly 
impressive. The forks are the same as 
found on the CR-250 motocrosser and 
offer a little over seven inches of travel. 
The shocks are also Elsinore and are 
moved up about five inches on the 
swingarm, allowing around 5.5 inches of 
rear wheel travel. Damping never went 
away but we didn’t ride it too awfully 
hard either. 

All the play riding on the bike forms 
impressions but riding the bike in an 
actual enduro’ cements them and lets 
you know if your feelings were on 
target. The MR had no problems 
maintaining the posted averages, and in 
tight sections the bike really shines. I 
had heard the MR was a little 
overweight but it seemed fairly light in 
action. The reason is the bike seems to 
have a fairly low center of gravity. No 











one who rode the bike guessed its true 
weight (around 275 with gas). : 
` Where does all the weight come 
from? Three point four gallons equals 
20 pounds or so, the huge spark 
arrestor/muffler weighs in at around 
eight portly pounds, the steel gas tank 
ain't light, and the hubs are heavy 
XL-250 type instead of the lighter 
Elsinore hubs. Frame is mild steel which 
also adds some weight. The pipe is 
typical Honda, heavy double walled for 
additional quietness and was tucked in 
nicely above the engine, exiting behind 
the left rear shock. 

The odometer is resettable forwards 
and backwards in tenths which is a 
necessary feature for enduros. Enduro 
lighting identical to that on the MR-175 
is used: an abbreviated taillight along 
with a very nice headlight. Wiring 
circuits are primitive. If one light burns 
out the other one will too, if you don’t 
turn it off. If you plan on riding this 
bike at night, carry extra bulbs for both 
the taillight and headlight. 

The air box does its job extremely 
well. After five days in Mexico I pulled 
the right side panel and went to clean 
the filter. To my amazement, it wasn’t 
even dirty! Air is inducted through a 
rearward facing scoop located under the 
seat. Two 8mm bolts get the seat off. 
While we didn’t get to run the bike 
through any deep water crossings, we 
did run it through some shallow streams 
and no water took the place of air in the 
combustion process. 

Tires were Bridgestone motocross. 
The rear allowed the bike to slide nice, 
sometimes when you were least 
expecting it. Some six ply tires would 
help protect the fragile rims in the 
rocks. A serious enduro rider will 
replace the tires immediately. Otherwise 
wait 'til they are worn. 

After all was. said and done, the 
gearbox is still too wide. Hond.. did the 
same thing with the MR-175 and it's 
hard to believe they goofed twice in a 
row. It's not as bad with the 250 as the 
engine is not lacking in power. It's just 
that the power doesn't do a bit of good 
if the engine is not running up in its 
powerband. Dropping the countershaft

sprocket one tooth goes a long ways 
towards curing the problem but a six 
speed tranny would be better suited to 
the Honda's power. 

The engine should prove to be 
reliable. I didn't have any problems with 
it and never so much as fouled a plug. 
More horses are undoubtedly waiting 
for a sharp tuner. Tools hang in a little 
compartment which is bolted to the rear 
frame member. I have my doubts, but 
will withhold final judgement for 
awhile. If the lid pops off (it’s held with 
a rubber strap), it’s goodbye tools. 

Geometry of the frame seems to be 
Elsinore in that it’s hard to turn at 
times. Had to gas it in sandwash turns 
with a weight shift forward to make it 
get around corners quicker. 

The enduro took us through some 
sandwashes with some big whoopers to 
test. out the total suspension. The 





















































weight showed up here as it was 
difficult to keep the bike skimming the 
tops of the whoops. An S&W fork kit 
would have helped the front end a 
whole lot. Shocks weren’t too bad but 
need dialing in to each rider. They are 
rebuildable so playing with different 
weight shock oils will prove beneficial. 

Everyone who rode the bike thought 
it was a bad bike. But most who rode it 
owned very expensive motorcycles with 
state of the art suspensions and power. 
Finally a rider who owned a Yamaha 
enduro rode it and thought it was a 
really great bike. For the next couple of 
weeks, the pattern became apparent. So 
I have come to the conclusion that the 
Honda MR-250 fits an existing gap very 
nicely. It’s no Husky but it also doesn’t 
cost like a Husky. It outhandles all of 
the Japanese enduro bikes and 
outpowers all the 250s. It’s not perfect 


but for a lot of riders it will fit their 
needs very well. s

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A motorcycle on the trail 


of the last manhunt

When Matt Dillon wants a posse 
to hunt down the bad guy he 
recruits some local citizens and off 
they thunder in a cloud of dust. 


Well, that phase of history is over. 
No more wild chases on horse- 
back, sticking to the trail for days, 
eating beef jerky and sleeping on 
the ground in a horseblanket. For 
instance, the last big manhunt in the 
west took place in 1909 in California. 
All the participants, good guys and bad, 
are gone but a trailbike rider can trace 
their route, camp where they did and 
relive one of the greatest epics of 
endurance in history. 

I stumbled on the story by accident 
while riding the high desert. Much of 
my time in the desert is spent around 


the Yucca Valley and Twentynine Palms 
area. There’s lots of room and a 
considerable amount of history 
thereabouts. 

North of Yucca Valley and Joshua 
Tree National Monument is the small 
community of Landers. 1 was out 
exploring on my faithful Yamaha Enduro 
when I stopped at the mini-mart there 
for a cold drink. A pamphlet I picked 
up at the store contained an account 
called The Last Man Hunt by the Linn 
Twins who are the honorary mayors of 
Landers. They wrote about an Indian 
named Willie Boy who had killed the 
father of a young Indian girl and then 





kidnapped her. The Linn Twins 
described the chase of Willie Boy briefly 
and gave detailed directions to a spot 
just ten miles from Landers where the 
pursuit came to a violent conclusion. 

I like to do research on a story before 
I ride to the location and look it over. 
that way I know what to look for and 
piece the tale together better. 

Willie Boy was much more famous 
than I realized. Universal Pictures made 
a movie titled “Tell Them Willie Boy Is 
Here” starring Robert Redford and one 
of my favorites, Robert Blake. I also 
found that a great deal has been written 
about the Willie Boy pursuit. The best 
account, in my opinion, is the book by 
Harry Lawton on which the movie was 
based. Originally titled “Willie Boy,” 
the later editions in paperback were 
retitled to match the film version. 

My plan was to retrace the route of 
the posse on my bike, maybe even 
camping at the springs the fugitive and 
his pursuers used. That's when my 
research showed an astonishing fact. 





Willie Boy had led the posse on a zigzag 
course over the desert for more than 
500 miles! What made the feat even 
more unique was that Willie Boy was 
afoot and the sheriff’s men were on 
horseback! 

Time dictated the next move. I would 
have to abbreviate my route, cutting off 
the zigs and zags Willie Boy took and 
seeing as many interesting spots as I 
could in a couple of days. 


The story, at least the shooting part, 
began in the foothill town of Banning, 
California on September 26, 1909. 
Many things led up to the killing, but 
the most important factor seems to have 
been that Willie Boy or “Swift Fox” as 
he was called by his Paiute relatives, was 
trying to live in a mixed world of Indian 
customs and those of the whites. He had 
eyes for a 16-year old Chemehuevi girl 
named Lolita, but her father Old Mike 
Boniface objected to the attentions that 
the 27-year old Paiute was paying his 
daughter. So one day, while Willie Boy 
was practicing the whiteman's custom 











of getting drunk on hard liquor, he 
decided to practice the old Paiute 
custom of marriage by kidnapping the 
bride, sometimes called '*marriage by 
capture." He started the 20-day saga by 
shooting Old Mike dead and dragging 
Lolita off into the desert. 

My maps showed me that I could 
have ridden the first section of the 
chase, down the Southern Pacific 
Raïlroad tracks to the spring at One 
Horse Point near the present town of 
Cabazon. This wasn’t too practical, 
since the next leg went up Whitewater 
Canyon (where Willie Boy and Lolita 
sneaked past the sleeping posse) and 
into the Mission Indian reservation. 
That area is closed to the general public. 
There was still plenty of room for me to 
ride in open country, so I knew I wasn’t 
to be disappointed. 

After consulting my handy-dandy 
auto club map I decided to drive my 
truck bearing the Yamaha south on 
Interstate 10 from Los Angeles through 
Banning and Cabazon. Off to the right, 
close to Cabazon, I could see One Horse 
Point where Willie Boy and Lolita spent 
the first night after the shooting. A 
short distance farther on I crossed 
Whitewater Wash where the fugitive and 
the posse cut through the Indian 
reservation toward the Little San 
Bernardino Mountains. 

Taking a left at Highway 62, I drove 
parallel to their track into Morongo 
Valley and over Jernsberg Pass to Yucca 
Valley, then another left on 
Pioneertown Road to the foot of Pipes 
Canyon. 

At a cattleman’s shack at the foot of 
Pipes Canyon Willie Boy stole some 
flour, matches and a canteen. True to 
Indian tradition, he made Lolita carry 
the gear when they set off northward. 
This is the place I selected for my 
jumping-off base. 

I off-loaded the street-legal Yamaha 
(there are a couple of paved roads you 
have to cross, but your off-road sticker 
should cover that) and rode east on 
Pipes Canyon Road to just short of Old 


Woman Springs Road. I took a left and 
skirted the base of the San Bernardinos 
toward Ruby Mountain. 

Along this stretch of the trail Lolita's 
strength began giving out. Finally, once 
again in the Paiute tradition, Willie Boy 
shot and killed Lolita to keep her from 
falling into the hands of his enemies, the 
possemen. A coyote lurking near the 
girl’s body forced the lawmen into the 
decision to break off the pursuit and 
return her remains to town for a proper 
burial. 

In the area of the settlement called 
Flamingo Heights I crossed Old Woman 
Springs Road and followed Willie Boy’s 
route, turning from north to due east. 
Willie changed directions here. He had 
been bound for Rock Corral and the 
supplies there when he encountered five 
cowhands who knew him. He ran them 
off at gunpoint and then fled in the 
direction of Surprise Spring. I rode 
across the broad and sandy Pipes Wash 
and then east on dirt roads through the 
sparsely settled homesteads to Surprise 
Spring Road (it’s on the auto club map). 

On Surprise Spring Road I met a 
barrier to my progress; the U.S. Marine 
Corps base boundary. But by riding as 
far as I legally could on Surprise Spring 
Road I was able to see the trees around 
the spring itself and the Bullion 
Mountains beyond. 

The mountains and the spring are 
both very important to the story. It was 
at the spring where Willie Boy rifled a 
cache of pinon nuts and mesquite cakes 
left by other Indians. More importantly, 
the Bullion Mountains were an 
impassible obstacle which prevented 
him from reaching safety at the Indian 
reservation on the Colorado River. It 
wasn’t that he couldn’t climb them. To 
Willie Boy the mountains were 
taboo . . . both his parents had drowned 
in a flash flood in those very mountains. 

By riding east along the base limits I 
once again cut Willie Boy’s trail. He had 
left the spring toward the Bullions and 
then doubled back beside Deadman Dry 
Lake. He came to Mesquite Spring in

the northern part of present day 
Twentynine Palms. 

Continuing on to the oasis, which is 
now in the middle of the town, he 
found only one old Indian woman, the 
rest of the tribe having fled because of 
the manhunt, now closing fast on Willie 


Boy’s heels. Finding his supply of 
stashed ammunition gone, he 
backtracked to Mesquite Spring and 
turned back west. The posse was right 
behind. The manhunt was now entering 
its ninth day, but the most remarkable 
part of the chase was about to happen. 

I could readily visualize what 
occurred next. Like the fugitive and the 
posse, I was experiencing 100 degree 
September heat, heading west toward 
Copper Mountain and the dry lake at its 
foot. Unlike me though, Willie Boy was 
afoot, carrying a 30-30 rifle and leaping 
over the hot sand in five-foot strides. 
One hour behind, leading his four 
mounted men, was Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Reche. For fifteen to eighteen 
miles Willie Boy ran in the dry heat. 
Finally, Deputy Reche called a halt and 
the posse turned back to Surprise Spring 
for food and rest. The Swift Fox had 
outrun all five horses! 

But the race had not left Willie Boy 
unscathed. His legs were wobbling under 
him and the heat and exertion had 
taken its toll. He was on the verge of 
death when he stopped close to the dry 
lake bed by Copper Mountain. 

I'd come over this last stretch, past 
the empty weekend cabins, or 
“Jackrabbit homesteads” as they're 
called locally, and popped over a small 
sand ridge above the dry lake. I didn't 
see what Willie Boy saw. His luck was 
still with him. A sudden cloudburst 
dumped water into an alkali-filled 
depression in the lake bed. The awful 
tasting stuff saved his life. — 

From the lake I followed his route 
northeast on Giant Rock Road to the 
north side of the Giant Rock itself. This 
is the locale for UFO society meetings. 
Beside discussing flying saucers 
sightings, some of the society members 
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even claim to have pieces of UFO”s 
(leastwise, that's what they say 
hereabouts). 

Due west of Giant Rock is the 
scattering of cabins called Timico Acres. 
In a canyon just south of the Acres is 
Rock Corral, Willie Boy's next stop. 

I found Rock Corral to be about the 
same now as it was 66 years ago. A 
small enclosure of hand-stacked native 
stone from which you can see fifty 
miles down the valley. There are three 
torn-down wooden structures and, 
nicest of all, a wooden tank with 
running spring water and a few green 
and leafy cottonwoods — a pleasant 
oasis, where Willie Boy had stolen all 
the cached supplies and left the posse 
with only their canned beans to eat. 

When Willie Boy left Rock Corral, he 
went overland to Ruby Mountain. Since 
there is no clearly defined road in that 
direction, I opted to go south along the 
eastern slope of the San Bernardinos 
toward Landers. From there I followed 
the printed directions of the Linn twins. 
Starting at Landers, “Go north on Old 
Woman Springs road from Reche road 7 
tenths mile and turn left where you will 
see the sign ‘Landers Community 
Church.’ This road is called New Dixie 
Mine road. You will pass a white church 
with a steeple and bell. Keep on this 
road for 6.9 miles to a road on the right. 
There is a sign reading ‘Ambush Spring 
Rd.’ Go 2.4 miles down this road to the 
Willie Boy site.” 

The road up the canyon after the 
church was really enjoyable. Steep 
rocky walls on either side, a gradual 
climb to an altitude of 4000 feet, and 
no man-made structures to mar the 
view. 

When I turned right at Ambush 
Spring Road I quickly saw that the Linn 
twins were correct in describing the 
terrain as a four-wheel drive road. It was 
a cinch on my trailbike, but just rough 
enough to keep the regular tourists out. 

I topped out at road's end on a ridge 
across from the base of Ruby 
Mountain and was immediately glad

There De me was g 
small fenced enclosure and a marker 
erected by the Yucca Valley Sheriff’s 
Rangers. The marker was engraved with 
the words, “Willie Boy 1881-1909, the 
West’s last famous manhunt.” 

Off to my left along the ridge was a 


natural fortress of jumbled boulders, 
impregnable even to heavy artillery, let 
alone the posse’s small arms. Below me 
was the stream bed, now dry, while on 
the flats beyond stood the lone pinon 
pine that the possemen paused beside 
just as Willie Boy opened up with a 
withering fire from his 30-30 rifle. 

The first shot dropped Indian scout 
John Hyde’s horse, the second hit 
Deputy Reche in the left hip and 
downed him as Willie Boy killed two 
more of the five horses. I could picture 
the whole event in my mind from my 
position atop the stone fort. 

I walked down beside the old pinon 
pine and stood at the spot where Charlie 
Reche lay injured all day, playing dead 
to avoid further gunfire from Willie 
Boy. His partners had to wait until later 
to catch his wounded palomino to carry 
him back twenty-five miles for medical 
aid. They, in the meantime, were 
pouring gunfire into the rocky citadel 
across the wash from their positions. 
Dodging Willie Boy's bullets Indian 
scout John Hyde ran day and night, 
falling and breaking two ribs but 
continuing on, until he reached help at 
the main posse headquarters, Warren 
Well. That in itself was an extraordinary 
feat of endurance! 

After nightfall, as the lawmen were 
loading Reche on his horse, they heard 
the sound of movement in the darkness 
from Willie Boy’s fort. Shortly, they 
heard a single shot. Reche told his men, 
“He’s dead. He shot himself.” But they 
didn’t wait for daylight to find out. 
They packed Reche out to the main 
camp. 

A week later, on October 15th, 
another posse came to the foot of Ruby 
Mountain and discovered that Willie 
Boy had shot himself with his last 
bullet. The posse covered his body 
with brush and burned it right there. 
This is the location marked by the sign. 

I wandered around the scene for a 
couple of hours. Just daydreaming and 
comparing the terrain with the detailed 
information in Harry Lawton’s book. It 
was all there; a step back into history. 

When I arrived back at my truck 
about sundown I was tired and dusty, 
but very pleased with myself. I'd 
satisfied some of my urge to relive 
history and I’d done it on my favorite 
mount, my faithful Yamaha. 

So, if you take your bike out to the 
desert and want to do something besides 
riding around in circles on an improved 
riding course, get out your map, a copy 
of Lawton’s book and have yourself a 
“Manhunt” on a motorcycle. e

No, a joint meeting is not a 
doper's convention 
In this case, the joint meeting of 
the newly-organized Bakersfield and 
Riverside Multiple Use Advisory Boards 
to the BLM was about as straight as you 
could get. The two-day session in 
Palmdale was intended to brief the new 
Board members on the details of their 
job, and to introduce them to the El 
Paso-Red Mtn. draft management plan. 
Time was allotted for public statements 
during the afternoon. 

AMA's Rob Rasor made a very brief 
statement, nominating Lance Briscoe 


Bakersfield) and Greg Symonds 
Riverside) to work on ad hoc 
subcommittees dealing with desert 


racing. UEA's Jerry Counts, D-37 racers 
Gary  Woodling and Bob Eisele, 
M.O.R.E.'s Cathy Hayes and CN's editor 
all made written and/or oral comments 
on the plan. 

The BLM had tabulated public 
comments received through November 
15, and these early returns are 
encouraging for bikers. Area-wide, seven 
respondents generally liked the desert 
plan, while 17 expressed dissatisfaction. 
Among reasons listed for dissatisfaction, 
about nine out of ten were apparently 
generated by ORV people. 

On the Tortoise Preserve issue, 28 
said don't enlarge it, six said “Bad 
idea," three said it’s a good plan and 
one each said “enlarge it,” or “I’m 
concerned about ORV misuse." In the 
Rand Mountains, 10 specifically said 
don't establish a primitive area, 12 
others were against further ORV 
closures. There were no favorable 
responses in yet on that proposal as of 


November 15. On the Lava Mountains 
buffer zone, 13 said don't establish a 
primitive area, 22 generally protested 
closure, and three protested the buffer 
zone alone. Three were for it. 

Conversations with planners, 
however, revealed that the BLM staff 
does not view this input as a "straw 
vote" and will not give weight to 
numbers of responses. Rather, they are 
looking for concrete, actual imput, 
such as, “There's no tortoises North of 
Camp C”, or “There”s been a trail in this 
specific (marked) location for 20 
years”, or “There are already roads in 
your proposed primitive area”. That 
sort of thing. 

The Outdoor Coalition, M.O.R.E., 
District 37, U.E.A., and the various 
concerned bikers have all provided them 
with this kind of data, more than ever 
before. Now, if the bureaucrats choose 
to ignore the information provided 
them by bikers, ORV people and 
rockhounds in these and other matters, 
they're on notice that the oversight 
won't go unrecognized by our people. 


American River study — Nat'l. 
trials site up for grabs? 
The U.S. Forest Service has selected a 
46-mile stretch of California's North 
Fork American River for study to 
determine whether it should become a 
part of the national Wild and Scenic 
Rivers system. The study area stretches 
from Auburn Reservoir up to The 
Cedar, and includes private land as well 
as land administered by USFS and BLM. 
“The primary concern of the study 
will be the river corridor and its

IN THIS PAPER 
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One Sunday afternoon in 1967, Bud Ekins came home after winning his 
latest race, the Rams M.C. Hare and Hound — his last race. He tossed his 
leathers and gear out onto his patio where they stayed for a year. His 
Triumph-Metisse 650 gathered dust in his shop for several months and was 
then sold. Many Sundays after his last race, Bud stayed in bed. Eventually, 
he sold his motorcycle shop and got out of the business altogether. 

Today Bud Ekins works in a whitewashed shop in North Hollywood 
where he officially operates a studio rental service. But to him, it's an 
excuse to pursue his hobby restoring antique motorcycles; not for 
business or profit or for anybody else, but just for the heck of it. 

Bud's shop is a complete operation for restoring old bikes from the 
ground up. Bud does leather work, wheels, frames and paint jobs. His 
partner Kenny Von Dutch (the last of the 1950's beatniks) does all the 
fine details and machine work. Completed restorations sit in a shed 
nearby, while others are on display at the Cars of the Stars in nearby 
Buena Park, California. More relics are packed away, waiting for Bud and 


Von's skill to bring them back to life. 


The day | visited, Bud and Von had just finished restoring a 1913 Yale, 
and were celebrating the event with bottles of beer. 
Bud was relaxed enough to talk about his colorful past, present, and 


future. 


Were you getting slow, or was 
everybody else getting fast? 

I was winning when I quit. 
Who was your competition then? 
JN Roberts, Charlie Hockie, 
Minert. I don’t recall now. 
What's JN doing nowdays? 

He's doing movie stuntwork, same as I 
am. He's got a bike and goes hunting 
with it. He still gots his motorcycles; 
lives way up in the mountains. He goes 
fishing and stuff; that's about the limit. 
But he does movies. 

What was racing like in the 1950's and 
'60's? 

You mean compared to today? I really 
don't know, because I haven't been to a 
race since I quit. 

From what I understand, the 
difference between racing now and back 
then, is that back in those days, you 
could leave your helmet anywhere, your 
tool box open, leave your motorcycle 
laying anywhere, and nobody would 
even touch anything. Today, I 
understand that you’ve got to tie 
everything down, otherwise they'd steal 
them. 

You won the 1952 Greenhorn Enduro. 
What did you do it on? 

A Matchless. You remember what year 
it was? Was it '52? 

Yeah. ! looked on the trophy. You were 
the man to contend with, then. Did you 
race any of the Europeans when they 
came here in 1966? 


Feets 


Yes. 
Beat any of them? 
Yeah. Some of them. Nobody 


important, I’m sure. I rode the first 
motocross they had here. I got fourth 
(overall); first American. I don’t know 
which Europeans were behind me. 
There was about three :or four 
Europeans there. This was at 
Corriganville [Hopetown] . 

How did American riders measure up 
against the Europeans then? 

They didn't have the experience that 
the Europeans had. The Europeans had 
been very competitive among 
There wasn't a lot of 
difference in the equipment. It was just 
a lack of experience. I raced in Europe 
several years way before they knew 
what motocross was in this country. J 
held an average of third place overall for 
four seasons during European 
motocross. So I got a lot of firsts and 
seconds. 

You race any of the grands prix, like 
Catalina? 

Yeah. I won Catalina in 1955 on a 
Triumph with a 20-minute lead over the 
second man. I rode all the Big Bear runs, 
which you probably never even heard 
of. I won three of those. During the 
time that I did race, I won every major 
race — scrambles, TT, desert — at least 
once: 


I had over 20 years of racing, and it 
didn't interest me anymore. I did 
everything that I wanted to do. I rode 
four ISDTs. Five, as a matter of fact. I 
was the first American rider. Rode in 
East Germany, West Germany, Poland, 
Checko, Sweden, and Isle of Man. 

What did you get? 
Three gold medals and a silver. 


When you quit racing in 1967, what did 
you do after that? 

Racing off-road cars. 

*Was it as fun as bikes? 

I thought it was more fun, actually. 
Probably ‘cause it was new and 
different. I got a lot more enjoyment 
out of it because I could just show up at 
a race with my helmet and goggles, and 
that’s it. Just climb in the car and you 
go racing. You can drive a 500 or 1000 
mile race, enjoy every bit of it, and not 
become physically tired. 

Win any car races? 

Yeah, several. Baja 500 — the first one. 
Riverside Grand Prix, Parker Dam 500 
— won that overall. Several class wins, 
too. I’ve been quite successful at 
off-road racing. 





forward mounted shocks, and 
mono-shocks. What kind of machinery 
was used then? 

Just common road machines that were 
lightened up. 

You mean a stripped-down Honda 
305? 

No. Nothing as ridiculous as that. 
Triumph, Matchless, AJS, Ariel — a lot 
of motorcycles that aren't even made 
anymore. 

I came into racing at the transition 
from rigid frames and forks. First 
motorcycles I was racing were like 1934 
Harley, 1939 Triumph. That's what 
everybody else had, too. Same stuff. It 
was relatively the same competition. 

They talk about the improvements in 
motorcycles today, your monoshocks, 
this, that, and the other. Take mile and 
half-mile tracks of today, the records

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are still held by motorcycles from the 
1920’s. Back in those days, they had 
1000cc engines with overhead «valves, 
running on alcohol; and the bikes 
weighed about 200 pounds. 

Actually, the old motorcycles were 
better than the new ones are. New bikes 
today, say a 750, it's twice the weight 
of a 1000cc that they used to run. I'm 
sure if they took and built some 
ultra-super 1000cc V-twin overhead 
valve thing, ran it on alcohol, and did it 
exactly the same, they would turn the 
same times again. 

Did anybody give any thought to the 
way motorcycles would develop? 

Velocette had air/oil forks in 1956. 
Standard equipment. And I got a 1913 
Flying Merkel that’s got a monoshock 


big carbs, radial fins on everything, with 
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it. And. F've got a 1903 «Royal«that's- 
got oil injection. I'll tell you: you 
mention anything about a motorcycle 
that they've done in the past 10 years 
that you think is some great 
improvement, I'll show you where they 
did it sometime between 1900 and 
1920. They've just been improved on 
today, that's all. But the idea was there 
50-60 years ago. I can’t think of 
anything that they haven’t done. Like 
the old Schieckle two-stroke motorcycle 
made about 1912 that has a third port. 
The 1913 Flying Merkel has got a type 
of telescopic fork, and the telescopic 
fork never came out until 1939 on the 
BMWs. 
What are you doing with your studio 
rentals? 
The studio rentals is really just an 
excuse to be able to work on all these 
old motorcycles. They don’t use a lot of 
motorcycles in movies, especially old 
ones like I got. We’ve got a few modern 


ones, too, but a lot of guys, the 
stuntmen, bring in their own 
motorcycles when it comes to the 


modern stuff. 


How'd you get the idea that the studios 
would go for antique motorcycles? 


Just an accident. They needed one or 
two, and they contacted me. I've been 
renting motorcycles for about 15 years, 
even when I was in the motorcycle 
business. This thing of studio rentals is 
not a money-making proposition. It’s 
just a hobby. An excuse to do what I 
want to do. 


When did you get 
motorcycles? 

A little over 25 years ago. I've always 
played with these old motorcycles. 
Since I sold my motorcycle business, 
I've had time to work on them now. 
What did you sell? 

I was a Triumph dealer for 17 years. 
Anything else? 

Honda, CZ. 

Think much would come out of the 
Honda's and CZs back then? 


CZs were winning when I was selling 
them. Joel Robert and Roger DeCoster 
were riding CZs at the time. 


Did you think that Honda would make 
bikes so popular? 

You could see the writing on the wall. 
Sure, Honda was making motorcycles 
popular. In a way, to me, it ruined 
motorcycling. You lost the old closeness 
of being a motorcyclist. Everybody's a 
motorcyclist today. You lost the 
individuality. It used to be if you rode a 
motorcycle down the street, and 
another motorcyclist was coming in the 
other direction, you'd always wave at 
each other, you know? It's made 
everything too competitive in the 
motorcycle business. Its made 
motorcycle dealerships like car 
dealerships, where the customer gets the 
same treatment he gets in a car 
dealership — bad. 

When the motorcycle business was 
smaller, a customer got a fair shake. 
When he bought something, he usually 
paid retail price for it, and when he 
went to trade it in in two years, he got a 
decent trade-in back. He wasn't losing 
anything. Today, they can go buy it for 
just a little more money than the dealer 
paid for it. But the customer pays in the 
long run, 'cause when he tries to get rid 
of it, no one wants it. 


into antique 


Would you take an old motorcycle any 
day over a new one? 

Absolutely. New motorcycles just don't 
interest me. To me, it's an art form. I 
enjoy them. I like to ride them. I ride 
'em maybe a few hundred yards, and 
that's it. I've had enough riding as far as 
a modern motorcycle to be used as 
transportation. I kind of like sitting in 
my car and rolling up the windows and 
turning the radio on. 


If your rental company doesn't put 
bread on the table, what does? 
Stuntwork. I did all the Then Came 
Bronson shows, and several features. I 
did Electra-Glide in Blue, Angel 
Unchained, The Great Escape, and 
Bullit. Several I can't even remember. I 
work on the Rockford Files about one 
day a week. All you need is one or two 
days a week to make a good living. 


When you did the stunts for Bronson, 
was it really true that the Sportster 
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8 years after 
Enough old motorcycles to last a lifetime 


turned into an SX 350 every time it was 
in the dirt? 


No. We used a Sportster all the time. 
But if we did a jump or something like 
that, we used a Sprint. It was lighter, 
and you could jump it. In the original 
show, we used a CZ for the hillclimbing 
sequence. 


Stuntwork is just a way to make a 
living. Most of the stuff that you do is 


through some kind of trickery, anyway. 
It isn't always what you see that's being 
done. 

How do you pick up old bikes? 

People come around and interview me 
for some motorcycle paper, and the 
article goes out that I’m interested in 
old motorcycles. Readers get in touch 
with me if they happen to have some 
old motorcycles. That’s the way it 
works. 





Do you restore them and sell them to 
people? 

No. We just do our own stuff. We will 
do restorations for people if they want 
to pay what it’s worth. Our work, we 
think, is the best, and it takes a long 
time. 

This Yale you have here, where did you 
pick it up? 

This motorcycle came from a motion 
picture rental company that went into 


g . 2 gs ET: 
Business in 1918, and went defunct in 
1950. This was one of the motorcycles 
that they had in their stable, and I 
bought it from the man that owned the 
company. 

How long did it take you to restore it? 
We completely restored it in three 
weeks. Finished it yesterday; started it 
up. All it needs are the tank decals and 
it's done. 

Was it really bad off when you bought 
it? 

This one wasn't as bad as most of them. 
It had been inside all the years. There 
was no rust on it at all. But there were a 
lot of parts missing. Somebody had 
started to take it apart, then lost the 
parts. I found most of the parts back in 
Kansas; and the other stuff that we 
didn't find we made. 

We don't start on these projects until 
we have a complete bike. We do our 
own leather work and polishing. Dutch 
does the paint and the machine work. 


Anything difficult in restoring an old 
motorcycle? 

Well the most difficult part about it is 
doing the things that you don't like to 
do. Like stretching and mounting tires. 
Those tires (on the Yale) are 26 inch 
tires on 28 inch wheels. That's one of 
those jobs you just don't like to do. 
Moulding leather for the seat — I like 
that. Body work and sanding, I don't 
mind doing that at all. Lacing wheels I 
like to do. Stringing cables through the 
handlebars, hooking up the controls — I 
hate to do it. We both hate to do it. It's 
for the pleasure and fun that we do 
these things. Everybody thinks we're a 
little bit eccentric and nuts; but that's 
the pleasure. 

You get some old piece of junk that's 
all rusted away, and you think it could 
never be fixed. We go ahead and make it 
like new again. The second it starts and 
you go for a ride on it, it's just like 
giving birth to something. 

As soon as I put the tank decals on it 
(the Yale he had just built), maybe take 
one more lap around this place, then 
put it away in the shed and start on 
another one. The romance is over as 
soon as they run and I ride them. 


What do they do after you put them 
away? 

Just sit there. 

Until what? 

Forever. 

You used to ride and race motorcycles; 
now you do stunt work and you restore 
antique motorcycles. Apparently, you 
are content. Is there anything that you 
might have wanted to do over again? 


Not a thing. I had probably the happiest 
days of my life when I was racing 
motorcycles. There comes a time when 
you get too old to do that, or just plain 
bored with it. When I was racing 
motorcycles the last two or three years, 
I raced out of habit. I’d been at it so 
long, I didn’t know what else to do. 

I didn’t decide or anything when I 
quit. It just happened. I did the same 
thing I always did, but I just never went 
back. The next Sunday came by, there 
was a race, and I didn’t get and go. The 
next Sunday came by, another race, and 
I didn’t go. That’s the way it happened. 
My motorcycle sat around in my store 
for eight or nine months. A guy came in 
one day, wanted to buy it, and I sold it 
to him. And that was the end of that. 
As a matter of fact, since the day I quit 
racing motorcycles, I haven’t been to a 
race. 

Im not familiar with the new 
machines. If there was a whole trailer 
load of works motocross bikes sitting 
across the street , I wouldn't bother to 
walk over and look at them. Roger 
DeCoster lives with me when he's in this 
country. He's had his works Suzukis 
down in my garage and I've never even 
looked at them. I move them over to 
walk by. I could go to the races, but my 
kids go. 

What do you plan for your immediate 
future? 

I intend to restore about another 100 
motorcycles, and I think that'll last me 
a while. I don't intend changing 
anything. I’m not going to get bored 
with old motorcycles. I’ve held on to 
them too long. I could race them for 20 
years and not get fed up with that. Pm 
sure this ought to go on for another 30 
or 40 years if I live that long. ә

It 
was not the year of the upset, although there were startling upsets; it was not the year 
of the veteran, although veterans pulled through to win; it was not the year of the 
young, although youngsters came and conquered; It was for all purposes a year, like 
many years before, in which the world's best gathered, accepted the challenge, 
competed all out, and after it was over then there was one. 


Road racing 
50cc Class 


Kreidler has dominated the 50cc 
World Championships with amazing 
regularity for the past couple of seasons. 
The phenomenal water-cooled, 
thimble-sized road racers took the 1974 
championship with Henk Van Kessel 
topping a standings totally dominated 
by the mo-ped firm. Van Kessel decided 
to graduate to the 125cc class riding a 
Van Veen Bridgestone leaving Kreidler

without a proven pilot. Spaniard Angel 
Nieto, former 50cc and 125cc World 
Champion for the Spanish Derbi 
concern, signed on and immediately 
took command of the title for Kreidler. 
Stiff competition surfaced in the form 
of the innovative Piovaticci ridden by E. 
Lazzarini who finished second, but 
Kreidler swept the next seven places. 
125cc Class 

Yamaha works rider Kent Anderson 
won the 1974 World Road Racing 
Championship when Paolo Pileri, on the 
works Morbidelli, ran out of gas on the

last corner of the last lap of the last 
Gran Prix. 

This year Morbidelli fitted slightly 
larger gastanks and Paolo Pileri, along 
with teammate Paolo Bianchi, 
obliterated the class with runaway 
victories at almost every event. Utilizing 
team tactics and extra horsepower the 
Morbidellis stopped two-time champ 
Kent Anderson. The best the 
watercooled 125 Yamaha could muster 
was third place in the standings behind 
the two Italians. 


250cc Class 

Yamaha’s domination of the 250cc 
Gran Prix circuit ended last year when 
Walter Villa took the Harley-Davidson 
two-stroke twin to the first World 
Championship for both rider and 
marque. 

Yamaha was hot to get their class 
back and with the unexpected support 
of Venezuelan wonderboy Johnny 
Cecotto things looked bright. Cecotto 
and Villa rocked back and forth 
throughout the year until the young 
South American suffered a series of 
breakdowns and get-offs to allow the 
Italian veteran to pull away. 

Villa, resting in a hospital bed 
recovering from injuries, clinched his 
and Harley’s second world title when 
Cecotto failed to win the Finnish Gran 
Prix. Villa is rumored to be preparing to 
leave H-D and ride for the family firm 
next year. 


350cc Class 

The 350cc class of the road racing 
championships has been the sole 
possession of handsome Italian superstar 
Giacomo Agostini. Last year 250cc 
expatriate Dieter Braun fell short of 
taking the 350 title from the king at the 
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Yugoslavian Gran Prix. This year 
Agostini faced a challenge from Braun 
and from the kid who came charging 
out of the Southern hemisphere, 
Johnny Cecotto. 

The 19 year old Cecotto in his first 
year of European competition simply 
outclassed the 14 time World Champion 
and went into the Czechoslovakian 
round needing only to finish ahead of 
the Italian to garner his first title. 
Agostini failed to finish the 350cc event 
and Cecotto clinched the crown while 
sitting on the sidelines, also a DNF, but 
with an insurmountable lead in points. 
500cc Class 

If there exists a World Road Race 
Championship to end Championships -- 
it is the 500cc title chase. MV Agusta 
has controlled the 500 class with the 
howl of their exotic four cylinder, 
four-stroke equipment seventeen times. 
MV Agusta is a specialty firm that 
builds a small number of expensive 
sports and racing bikes as a sideline. In 
1974 Yamaha hired away the great 
Agostini from MV to ride the TZ-500 
Monoshock. MV had the title holder, 
Phil Read, and contender Gianfranco 
Bonera in 1974 to duel with the 
Yamaha team and renovated Suzuki's of 
Barry Sheene. 

In 1974 Agostini began to adjust to 
the mono as Read, with no love lost 
between the two former teammates, and 
Ago faced off. Throughout the season 
the two titans dueled back and forth 
with the potent MV lacking its 
traditional horsepower and handling 
advantage. Read rode the big 
four-stroker into the last part of season 
with a slim points lead, but the Italian 
star racked up the noints when it 
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counted. Agostini nipped Read at the 
end of the Gran Prix season to win his 
15th Road Racing Championship. 


Motocross 
125cc Class 


In its first year of World 
Championship prestige the 125cc 
Suzuki of Gaston Rahier totally 
dominated the circuit winning 14 of 22 
motos. Rahier claimed the tile early in 
the season and the battle for second was 
all that was at stake after six events. 

Andre Malherbe, two time 125 World 
Cup victor, was the odds-on-favorite at 
the season's birth. 19 year old 
Malherbe's Zundapp was competitive, 
but the new RA-125 Suzuki and the 
Gran Prix experience of Rahier proved, 
too much for the youngster to handle. 

The only event of any controversy 
was the sound thrashing given to the 
Europeans by American National 
Champion Marty Smith at the US round 
of the World Championships. Rahier 
claimed that the track was too smooth, 
too fast and that “Things would be 
different in Europe.” A minor uproar of 
American ethnocentrism took nothing 
away from the Belgians championship 
year. Rahier hopes to return to the 250 
class next year. 
250cc Class 

With the decline of Joel Robert and 
the injury to 1974 World Champion 
Gennady Moisseev the 250 World 
Motocross Championship was open to 
more competition than it has ever seen. 

250 Puch rider Harry Everts claimed 
the crown after a season long duel with 
Willi Bauer, Hakan Andersson, and the 
old man of motocross Adolf Weil. Bauer 


Everts 





held the points lead from the second 
event with a series of consistent second 
and third place finishes. F.I.M. scoring 
goes on the best 14 motos out of the 22 
moto long season. Young Everts, riding 
a motorcycle that isn't related to 
production machinery, scored 
erratically, but when he scored it was 
normally a win. 

Jaroslav Falta was unable to come up 
to last years form, when he lost the title 
to Moisseev because of protests, hard 
riding and politics, and finished out of 
the top ten. Joel Robert, six time World 
Champion, finished the season in ninth. 

Harry Everts is the classic underdog 
World Champion. The Belgian rides for 
a small Austrian factory that produces 
mo-peds and tiddler class dirt 
equipment. 


500cc Class 

The ferocious battle between the 
gregarious Roger DeCoster and serious 
Finn Heikki Mikkola picked up right 
where it let off in 1974. Last years 
championship was decided in the final 
event after DeCoster suffered a season 
of incredible bad luck. 

DeCoster stalked his fourth world 
Championship with a vengence. The 
fierce Finn gave it all he had, but 
DeCoster rolled up an uncatchable series 
of moto wins and avoided last years 
gremlins. The heartbroken Mikkola 
managed to keep his Husky close in 
points, but in the process of selecting 
the best motos it was all Roger 
DeCoster. DeCoster, the champion in 
1971, 1972 and 1973 scored first, 
second or not at all. With five events 
remaining on the calendar Roger D. had 
his fourth title sewn up. 

The R-Series 370 Suzuki proved again 








to be the dominant Gran Prix 
machinery after a yaer of sorting out. 
The 1974 minimum weight limit had 
wrecked havoc on the development of 
the GP bikes. DeCoster, a capable R&D 
rider, took the works bike to the World 
Championship and finally into mass 
production. 


National champions 
motocross 


125cc National Class 

Honda’s Marty Smith clinched his 
second I25cc National Championship in 
the most impressive display of racing 
performances in American Motorcycle 
Association history, Smith, the 1974 
National Champion, started slowly in 
the mud at Hangtown and then caught 
fire to win everything in sight, including 
the 125 U.S. Gran Prix and a record 
setting 12 straight National motos. 

18 year old Marty won every moto 
from the second race of the series and 
was headed by only a small number of 
riders, and only for short periods of 
time. Touted as the first American 
World Champion, young Marty Smith, 
who rode into the top ten in all three 
classes this year, has enormous 
potential. 
250cc National Class 

In a fight to the finish Pennsylvania’s 
Tony DiStefano and Texan Kent 
Howerton carried the drama out to the 
last laps of the final 250 round. 
Howerton turned in two tremendous 
moto performances at Lake Whitney, 
but it was overshadowed by Tony D’s 
powerful riding. 

DiStefano, in his first year on the

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factory Suzuki Team, also won the 
Florida Winter-Series, West Texas 
10,000, and the Inter-AMA series. The 
tall and strong Easterner has taken his 
sudden rise to fame with modesty and 
style. 
500cc National Class 

Five riders battled throughout the five 
race series for the National Open 
Championship. Suzuki’s Billy Grossi, 
Jimmy Weinert, Maico’s Steve 
Stackable, Pierre Karsmakers, and Kent 
Howerton came to the final race of the 
year in New Orleans with a title shot. 

1974 National Champion Jimmy 
Weinert took home all the marbles for a 
second time by winning New Orleans 
and setting himself in the position of 
the dominant power in Open class 
competition. For the Jammer it is the 
sweet smell of success, made all that 
better because everyone had a shot and 
he got the prize. 


Observed trials 


17 year old Marland Whaley won 
three of the nine National 
Championship Observed trials rounds to 
nip Yamaha’s Don Sweet for the 
Championship. Whaley, riding the 
factory Honda four-stroke, trials proto 
clearly showed the way home by 
winning the final round in Oklahoma 
with only 6 points lost. His nearest 
competitor was fifteen marks off 
Whaley’s sweltering pace. Whaley, from 
California, becomes one of the youngest 
National Champions in AMA history. 
1974 National Champion Lane Leavitt 
fell back to finish fourth for the year as 
the competition gets intense in the 
plonker set. o

With 171.5 Ibs. resting on the rear 
tire and 133 on the front, you still have 
to gas it over jumps to keep the front 
end up, but for a heavy bike it is very 
forgiving of the kind of mistakes we 
make when we get tired and forget to 
slow down. The XT’s suspension is 
adequate as it comes, but there is room 
for improvement if you want to spend 
the bucks. The forks are whippy and 
work better raised two inches in the 
triple clamps. Our test bike, one of the 
first off the boat, had a lot of slop 
where the front brake lug fits in the left 
slider. We fixed it with a thin metal 
shim. Dropping the forks reduced the 
ground clearance a little too much so we 
are constantly banging the armored 
downpipe on rocks. The left side cases 
are unprotected by the skimpy stock 
skidplate, so it will need a real bash 
plate installation for real enduro riding. 

More people have asked us what the 
XT is like than any dirt bike we've 
ever tested.

four-stroke engines in expensive frames, 
trying for that elusive, ideal 
combination of light, fast, 
good-handling dependability. ^ The 
XT500C seems to be the answer to the 
special builder's dreams. The tall engine 
weighs only 100 Ibs. and puts out 28.2 
footpounds of torque at 5,400 RPM. 
Our test bike has 1,723 hard miles on it 
at this writing. It has been dropped, 
lugged, over-revved and raced wide open 
and it still ran as sweetly as sugarplums 
until it finally ate some lint from the 
fuzzy "hair" filter and started to 
misfire. If it were ours, we'd have 
thrown away the stock filter element 
and put in something that doesn't shed. 

Creature comforts are first-rate on 
the XT. The seat and handgrips are the 
finest, controls are easy to use and 
nothings. gets in the rider’s way. The 
5-speed gearbox shifts crisply and the 
brakes really haul it down in a hurry on 
the highway, yet operate smoothly and 
not grabby on the loosest dirt. The 
standard trials pattern Bridgestone tires 
are fine for the road, but the bike cries 
for knobbies in the dirt. We couldn’t get 
it going fast enough, owing to lack of 
traction, to really check its handling 
over desert whoop-de-doos. 

The XT’s strongest feature is its 
torque. It will climb up any slope its 
tires can get a grip on. The factory rates 
its climbability at 35 degrees, and we 
think that’s understating it. 

With its mildly tuned engine and 
rugged design, we suspect that the 
XT500C has a lot of potential in the 
hands of a good tuner. Do a little 
hopping up, give it some better handles, 
and it should be a top contender in 
smooth-track scrambles. With some 
lightening up and quicker steering 
geometry it will make a fine enduro 
campaigner. Certainly for the suggested 
retail price of right around $1400, the 
XT500C is a dual-purpose bargain. e

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t seemed like a good idea at the 
time. When we'd crested the rim 
of the little valley we scared a 
small herd of elk off the edge of 
the mountain. While the rest of 
us gamboled around the little 
lake set in the tundra, Bob rode over to 
see how the elk had managed to bail off 
the cliff. What he found was a little trail 
that led down a steep slope and into the 
trees. 

"Looks rideable to me," he ventured 
to the rest of us, now sitting on the edge 
of the cliff. "Yeah, for you maybe, but 
not for me," I thought. About 2,000 
feet below us, and a couple — three 
miles away was the highway from 
Silverton to Durango. Above that was a 


heavily logged area, with roads that- 


obviously would go somewhere. The 
tree tops outlined a steep, but unbroken 
slope to the logged area. I had visions of 
riding casually through an (open 
park-like stand of pine trees. Maybe he’s 
right. “Okay, let's give it a try, but since 
it's your idea, you lead.” 

With that, Bob was off the edge, 
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Rocky Mountain ride 





Steve followed, then Richard. While I 
sat awaiting my turn, I was drinking in 
the sights. I seemed to be on top of the 
world; rocky 12,000 foot mountain 
peaks poking up out of dense forests 
and flower sprinkled meadows. That's 
part of the reason the San Juan s are my 
favorite part of Colorado. 

Going down the talus slope wasn't 
too bad on the straight spots, but the 
switchbacks were too short to ride 
around. Dragging the bike around 
immediately fatigued me, a sure sign of 
the 11,000 foot altitude. Once in the 
trees the trail slope eased up, and I 
rapidly caught up with the rest of the 
bunch. We stopped along a stream to 
cool off, munch a snack, lay back, and 
look at the clouds drift over the trees. 
Bitchin . 

The idyl was not to last, though. As 
we got deeper into the trees the trail got 
steeper — and was blocked by two, 
three foot thick downfalls. We helped 
one another lift our bikes over the first 
log, and drag them under the second. 
No turning back now. Further down the 








— 





trail faded out, and vve spent a lot of 
time riding our various dead end paths. 


Finally, it was impossible to 
continue. Ahead of us was a maze of 
jack-strawed downfalls. Parking the 
bikes, Bob and I set out afoot; walk a 
path ’til it ends, backtrack, pick up the 
thread, how about this way — no soap, 
okay, what if we cross this creek, 
and...It was getting serious. I 
estimated how long it would take to 
walk out before dark and worked back 
to a decision time. We didn’t have much 
longer. I gave up looking for a route 
without downfalls, looking only for a 
path with small ones. After awhile, I 
was down to the edge of the logged 
area, and the last of the downfalls. Bob 
was working his way back up, doing the 
same. “How's it look?” “Well, I think 
that we can get down to the road over 
there, and around that pile of stuff 
behind that tree.” “Okay. Well, I think 
that we can get to there.” 


The rest was easy — alot of grunting 
and sweating getting the bikes down,

plow cut snow on my right, 


nothing on my left, po it comes to me 
— Um out of control! Nothing to do 
now but gas it, and hope for a runout. 
There's no such thing as a friendly trail 
ride. 

The neat part about this corner of 
Colorado, and the Rockies for that 
matter, is that here the motorized 
recreationist is not only welcomed, but 
catered to! Summertime brings a 
relative flood of jeepers from elsewhere 
in Colorado, and the surrounding states. 
Locals run U-Rent jeep agencies, and 
conduct driven tours. Jeep clubs host 
rides and provide maps and information 
on jeepable routes. And there's lots of 
trails. Miners punched a myriad of roads 
through here in the '80s and they're still 
open for you and me to drive. In 
addition to this are miles and miles of 
pack trails that the prospectors and 
sheep herders established years ago that 
are also open. The back-packers have 
recently discovered the area, but we

Here's how you do it. First, when? 
Summers are awfully short up there. 
Most years the snow leaves the high 
country by June or July. Sometimes it 
never leaves. Towards the end of July 
the summer rains start, and continue 
throughout August. Everyday it rains, 
not always on you, but it keeps the 
trails wet, the meadows muddy and the 
creeks running. The rain can be counted 
on, the snow varies year to year. Picking 
the time to go thus depends on the late 
spring snow fall If you're into 
maximizing your pleasure, you'll want 
to fit in between the snow and the rain. 
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Snow reports available from the Soil 
Conservation Service in Colorado help 
adjust your schedule. This year they 
indicate that this is the heaviest snow 
pack in many a year, worse than 1973, 
which was the worst in 20 years. The 
first of June there was 80 inches of 
snow at Red Mountain Pass on the 
highway between Ouray and Silverton. 
That's four times the average depth. But 
it's melting; May 1, there was 125 
inches there, and 31 inches in Silverton! 
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Where? Well, you've fallen on your 
head too many times if you think I'll tell 
you where I go. But not to worry. The 
Telluride Jeep Club map which is 
available in local shops is a good starting 
point. Each forest has maps available 
that show roads and trails, and where 
not to ride — which you'd better respect 
unless you want to queer the deal for all 
of us. These maps are available in the 
local Ranger District offices in the 
towns in the area. Just keep your eye 
peeled for a carved wooden sign. 

Topographic maps prepared by the U. 
S. Geological Survey are also available 
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and we were still lost on the logging 
roads, coasting a lot to save gas, but it 
was easy. 

That was my first exposure to heavy 
duty trail riding in Colorado, and 
certainly not the last. But it was an 
object lesson in how not to do it. Those 
mountains are big, lonely, hard, and 
leave little margin for error. A man on a 
bike can get so far in that he can’t get 
out, and the reward for a bad line on a 
trail can be a long fall, and a hard 
bounce. 

A fascinating environment to push 
your skills if you desire a challenge — 
but you better be prepared. Don’t get 
me wrong, it’s not all kill or be killed. 
There’s plenty of seat-on-the-seat, jeep 
road with mind-expanding scenery for 
those with less voracious rats. But for 
me, and a hard core cadre from Arizona, 
Texas, and Colorado, the thrill is the 
killer rides — Columbine, Rico, Ice 
Lake, Blitz Road, Coalbank. 

Black Bear, the jeeper’s jeep road. We 
left camp near Silverton, dressed 
incognito — levi’s, chambries, waffle 


stompers — for the first annual Les Iden 
Memorial Foo Foo Trail Ride. Telluride 
via Black Bear — a beer — Ouray via 
Imogene — a hamburger — Silverton via 
highway. Les led off. The road to Black 
Bear has been semi-graded, but the slope 
is enough that Bob and Les on the open 
class bikes leave me to row my Matador 
uphill in the lower two gears. Some 
killer jeep road — it’s a piece of cake — 
particularly in low gear. Finally, I arrive 
at the summit. Snow here and there, 
and the tiniest little wild flowers 
blooming in the tundra. The sky is so 
blue and bright, it hurts to look out at 
the surrounding peaks. I snap a few 
photos of Les doing sky shots against 
the jagged skyline, and then we set off 
again. 

Just over the crest the grader 
stopped, and the road reverts to a two 
track, with grass and flowers in the 
middle. A little farther there’s Telluride, 
1,000 feet below us — damn near 
straight down. The road plunges off the 
cliff in a dizzy series of switchbacks. 
Still not too bad. Huh, killer jeep road. 


Around a couple of switchbacks and 
damn!, the road is now just a narrow 
shelf on the cliff, very steep, a cascade 
of foot tall steps, broadcast with loose 
rock; there's a solid rock wall at my 
right elbow, and a couple hundred foot 
free-fall six or seven feet away on my 
left. Up on the pegs, a little gas on, and 
drag the rear brake. Bob passes me on 
the left. 

Sitting on the outdoor deck of one of 
the renovated saloons in Telluride, 
sipping a suds, we blend in well with 
most of the clientele. Seems the town’s 
been taken over by freaks — even the 
mayor is a longhair. Re-telling the ride, 
Les deflates me with, “The first time I 
rode Black Bear it was raining. The steps 
in the trail were waterfalls!” That's 
Colorado. 

Over Imogene now, heading down to 
Ouray. Like horses heading for the barn 
the Foo Foo ride has degenerated into a 
race. Plunging down the road where it 
cuts across. the loose rock of the talus 
slope I'm trying to catch up; gas on, 
brake on, I’m in third — a head high 


n 


for the area. You can order them from 
the Survey in Denver if you know the 
names of the maps for the area you are 
interested in. The foot sloggers favor 
these, so you can find what you need in 
back-packer shops in the area, such as 
the one in Silverton. These maps are 
perhaps harder to read for the 
uninitiated, but are trick once you 
break the code. Whatever you do, don't 
start out into unknown country without 
at least the Forest Service map. You 
may never read another Cycle News. 

How to get started? Well, do as I've 
done. Load up your bike, wife, baby, 
dog, cat, two stroke mix, and strike out 
for the San Juans. Follow the front of 
your truck. When you get to Cortez, 
look for some maps, pick a campground 
and/or a friendly patch of woods and 
start riding. Read the maps. Explore. 
Move your camp around. You’ll have 
some rides that are better than others, 
but to coin a phrase — it's all good. 

And if you see a 400 WR with a 
yellow  skinny-fat, whose rider is 
wearing an ear to ear grin — wave. e
